KEY MESSAGES FOR PEOPLE WITH MEDICARE 
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Medicare is an important health insurance program for people age 65 or over, people under 
age 65 with certain disabilities, and people of all ages with End-Stage Renal Disease. The 
following are some key messages that people with Medicare need to know and understand 
about the new Medicare prescription drug coverage: 


@ Starting in 2006, Medicare will offer drug coverage that helps people with Medicare 
pay for the prescriptions they need. 

Medicare prescription drug coverage is available to all people with Medicare. 

There is extra help for those who need it most. 


Medicare prescription drug coverage pays for brand name and generic drugs. 


You can choose between at least two Medicare prescription drug plans and pick a plan 
that is right for you.
